Every  other  Roll  of  Charles  I.,  of  the  Commonwealth,  an  I  of 
the  first  eight  years  of  Charles  II.,  are  lost.  When  they  again 
commence  they  are  very  irregular — sometimes  only  the  Enrol- 
ments, sometimes  a  few  Pleadings,  occasionally  the  original 
Paper  Pleadings  (limidreds  of  small  scraps  of  paper),  are 
squeezed  up  in  a  single  Roll  of  Parchment  and  made  to  do  duty 
as  a  "  Court  Roll."
